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A BLOODY SABBATH 


The People of St. Louis Sur ely 
Witnessed It. 


FOUR PERSONS KILLED. 


Serera l Were Wo unded — Go v erno r 
Orders the Sta te Militia to 
Be In Kea diness. 


S t . L o u i s , M o ., June i i . — Y es­ 
ter day was the most eventful and 
bloody since the gr eat str ike on the 
St. Louis Tr ansit began, mor e than 
one month ago. 
Ther e wer e nu­ 
mer ous encounter s between str ik­ 
er s and other r iotous individuals 
and the constituted author ities, r e­ 
sulting in thr ee deaths and the 
wounding of five or mor e per sons, 
mostly str iker s. 
One of the latter 
will die. 
The dead : 
C. 
Edwar d Thomas, 
str iking 
conductor on 
Chouteau 
avenue 
line; shot in the br east by deputy 
sher iff; died on way to hospital. 
Geor ge Rine, str iking motor man 
onDelmar avenue line; shot in ab­ 
domen by deputy sher iff; died at 
city hospital. 
Fr ed Boehm, aged citizen ; shot 
and instantly killed while stand­ 
ing in his fr ont yar d by deputy 
sher iff. 
Ed. Bur khar dt, str iking conduc­ 
tor on Delmar avenue line; shot in 
head. 
The wounded ar e : 
Oscar Mar vin, conductor on the 
Lee avenue line, shot in r ight hand 
and ar m ; ser ious. 
August Smithy shot in r ight ar m 
andr br east; not ser ious. 
The day was quiet until after ­ 
noon, when the police wer e taken 
off a number of the str eet car lines 
for the pur pose of giving them a 
r est and to test the ability of the 
Tr ansit company to oper ate with­ 
out fr iction. 
Car s wer e in oper a­ 
tion dur ing the day on all the lines 
of the Tr ansit company except the 
Southwester n. 
Last night car s 
wer e r un under police pr otection 
until midnight on the Par k ave­ 
nue, Olive str eet, Lindell division 
Laclede avenue lines. 
The most ser ious tr ouble br oke 
out between 6 and 7 o’clock in 
fr ont of the six-stor y stor e build­ 
ing on W^ashington avenue, be­ 
tween Br oadway and Sixth str eet, 
occupied by the sher iff's 
posse 
comitatus as a bar r acks and head­ 
quar ter s. 
Sever al hundr ed str ik­ 
ing str eet car men had gone to East 
St. Louis ear lier in the day to at­ 
tend a picnic given for their ben- 
fit at 
Wolff’s 
gr ove. 
Towar d 
evening 
they 
began 
r etur ning 
home, singly, in gr oups of two or 
thr ee, and other s in companies of 
100 or mor e. 
No ser ious tr ouble 
occur r ed until one of these compa­ 
nies, composed of near ly 150 str eet 
car men in unfor m and headed by 
a dr um cor ps, came west on Wash­ 
ington avenue. 
In their caps some 
of them had car ds bear ing these 
wor ds: 
“ 
Union or nothing; liber ty or 
death.” 
The men wer e mar ching along 


the sidewalk on the south side of 
Washington avenue, opposite the 
posse bar r acks. 
They wer e in a 
jocular mood, and as near as can 
be lear ned, 
had no intention of 
making any tr ouble. 
Just as they 
wer e passing the bar r acks, a car of 
the Par k avenue division was go­ 
ing west. 
A number of the men br oke fr om 
the line and r ushed for the car , with 
the intention, it is said, of boar d­ 
ing it and taking a r ide. 
Another 
statement was made that it was 
the intention of the str iker s to as­ 
sault the mptor man and conductor , 
whose car was without the usual 
police guar d. 
However that may 
be, the tr ouble star ted her e. 
A 
br ick was thr own thr ough the car 
window and a shot was fir ed by 
somebody not known. 
A t the fir st intimation of tr ouble 
member s of 
the sher iff’s posse 
swar med fr om the building and 
sur r ounded the cr owd of str iker s 
about the car , calling on them to 
disper se. 
Other shots wer e fir ed, 
then some deputies tur ned loose 
their r epeating shotguns loaded 
with buckshot. 
As far as can be 
lear ned onlv four of the men in the 
str iker s’ r anks wer e hit. 
Not a 
deputy was wounded even. 
Under the command of Col. Cav- 
ender the deputies ar r ested twenty 
of the str iker s and took them into 
the bar r acks, 
wher e they wer e 
sear ched. 
Thr ee r evolver s and a 
number of pocket knives wer e se­ 
cur ed, 
and the pr isoner s 
wer e 
taken to the Four cour ts, wher e 
they wer e locked up pending an 
investigation. 
Yester day after noon, 
while a 
cr owd of men on Fr anklin avenue 
near Twelfth str eet wer e menac­ 
ing a car of the Easton avenue 
line, the motor man or the police­ 
man on boar d fir ed sever al shots 
fr om a r evolver , 
August Smith 
was shot in the r ight ar m and 
br east, but not ser iously wounded. 
Chas. Ludwig was wounded in the 
hand. 
Both ihese men asser t they 
wer e mer ely looking fr om their 
boar ding house window a block 
and a half away and had nothing 
to do with the tr ouble. 
A thir d 
man is said to have been wounded, 
but his name could not be lear ned. 
In a fr acas at Tenth and Fr ank­ 
lin avenue, about 6 :20 o’clock last 
evening, a man was shot and, it is 
r epor ted, fatally injur ed, but be­ 
for e his name could be lear ned or 
the extent of his injur y deter mined 
he was hur r ied away in a buggy by 
fr iends. 
A t 
9 o’clock last night a two- 
hor se sur r ey, in which wer e a num­ 
ber of men, dr ove up to the car 
sheds at Compton and Manchester 
avenue. 
The men in the buggy 
stopped and commenced to r evile 
the deputy sher iffs on guar d ther e 
with vulgar language. 
This be­ 
came unbear able and Captain Han­ 
cock, in command of the deputies, 
or der ed the men to stop. 
They r e­ 
plied with sever al shots and dr ove 
away. 
Captain Hancock or der ed 
them to come back and when they 
r efused, fir ed point blank at the 
buggy with his shotgun, killing 
one of the hor ses. 
The men in the 
buggy jumped out and escaped on 
foot. Nobody was wounded in this 
fusilade. 
Ed Bar r y, a motor man on the 
Laclede avenue line, is laid up 
with a badly batter ed head. 
He 
was wounded by a r ock thr own by 
somebody while 
the car s wer e 
passing a cr owd last night, 
James McGuir e and John Mc- 
Elr oy r eceived 
ser ious 
injur ies 
while engaged in a dispute with a 
number of str iker s and str ike sym­ 
pathizer s.

A father with a mournful duty 
to perform passed through Union 
station yesterday, in company with 
lis two daughters and Sheriff J. R . 
Whitehead, of Potosi, Washington 
county, says the St. Louis Repub­ 
lic. The father was Deputy Sheriff 
Robert Singer, of Potosi, and the 
party consisted of his two daugh­ 
ters, whom he was taking to the 
insane asylum at Fulton, the sheriff 
and Collector T . S. White, also of 
Washington county. 
The sheriff 
and his deputy, moreover, had in 
their charge another man, who is 
insane, and is also destined for the 
asylum. 
The history of the two women 
is unusual on account of the fact 
that their mental derangement is 
caused by the death of their mother 
in 
one case, 
and 
of 
a 
hus­ 
band in the other. 
Mrs. Farris, 
the oldest of the two women, lost 
her husband some twomo.iths ago, 
and the shock had a great effect 
upon her. 
Her mental condition 
finally became so serious that it was 
thought advisible to send her to 
the asylum. 
This determination had hardly 
been arrived at when the mother of 
the two women died. 
The shock 
proved too much for the younger 
sister, and her mind also became 
unbalanced. 
The distracted father 
did everything in his power for the 
two women and had the best medi­ 
cal attention which his means could 
procure. 
A s no result followed, so far as 
benefiting the women went, he de­ 
cided to remove them to Fulton, 
where they would be treated by 
the state’s physicians. 
A s he was 
a deputy sheriff of the county, the 
duty of taking his daughtars to the 
asylum fell upon him, and in com­ 
pany with the sheriff of the county 
set out yesterday upon his journey.

the Magnetic school by Attorneys 
Harkiess, Overmeyer and Crysler, 
all of Kansas C ity ,, and 
F. N. 
Judson, of St. Louis. 
The case is 
a most important one, involving 
the fifth amendment to the con­ 
stitution of the United States. 
B y the act of congress, passed in 
1S90 and 1895, the postmaster gen­ 
eral is authorized, when complaint 
is made that persons are using the 
mails for the purpose of defrauding 
and obtaining money by false pre­ 
tenses, 
to 
investigate 
the 
com­ 
plaints. 
If he is satisfied that the 
mails are being used for such pur­ 
poses, he may direct the postmaiter 
at 
any 
place 
where 
such 
al­ 
leged fraudulent letters are receiv­ 
ed not to deliver them to the per­ 
son to whom they are addressed, 
but stamp them as fraudulent and 
return to the writers, or, if he does 
not know the address of the writer, 
to the dead letter ofiice.

this law, 
com­ 
plaint was made to the postmaster 
general last March that the A m er­ 
ican School of Magnetic Healing, 
S. A . Weltmer and J. A . Kelly, 
were using the mails to defraud, 
and on investigation of the com­ 
plaint by the postmaster general, 
J. M. M cA nulty, 
postmaster at 
Nevada, Mo., where Weltmer and 
Kelly were operating, was directed 
not to deliver any mail addressed 
to them, but to do as the law pro­ 
vided with the letters. 
Yesterday Postmaster M cAnulty, 
by his attorneys, appeared to show 
cause w hy the injunction should 
not issue. 
On the other hand, t^ e 
American 
vSchool 
of 
Magnetic 
Healing, by their attorneys, pre­ 
sented 
reasons 
w hy 
the injunc­ 
tion should be granted. 
The prin­ 
cipal question discussed by the at­ 
torneys was whether the act of 
congress of 1890 and 1895, giving 
the postmaster general the author­ 
ity 
to 
stop 
mail was 
valid, or 
whether it was in violation of the 
fifth amendment of the federal con­ 
stitution. 
Indictments agains Weltmer and 
Kelly were returned at the April 
term of the United States District 
court for the Western district of 
Missouri. They were charged with 
using 
the 
mails 
to carry out a 
scheme to defraud, and the trial 
was set for the next term of court 
at Kansas City. 
The case has no 
connection with the one 
argued 
yesterday.
